Washington.— One of the big prob­ 
lems before the new Congress is get­ 
ting the railroads hack on a peace 
basis. 
These 260,OIH) miles of steel 
highways w ere taken over by the Gov­ 
ernment as an indispensable arm of 
the national defense; but now that 
their war service is over, there is a, 
country-wide demand that the Gov­ 
ernment restore them to their owners 
to he operated on normal American 
business stan d ard s of efficiency. 
But, as hits been pointed out by 
President Wilson as well as by many 
men in public life who have given 
this subject years of careful study, 
it is not enough simply to say to the 
railroad c o m p a n i e s , “Take these rail­ 
r o a d s and give the country the best 
transportation service that money and 
brains can provide. 


O ld L a w s O b s tru c t G r o w t h . 
The President ie<ently said that it 
would be a serious mistake to return 
to the old conditions of railroad regu­ 
lation 
w ithout 
reforming 
the 
anti­ 
quated laws that were obstructing the 
free development of transportation fa­ 
cilities. 
The Director General of Rail­ 
roads has recently made an inspection 
trip from coast to coast, and lie has 
been telling the people that the time 
has now come to put the rat In tads on 
a sound foundation. 
The -Anns for a hefter system of 
national control of railroads are as 
varied as were the plans for banking 
aud currency reform when Congress 
received a m andate from the people 
to provide insurance against financial 
panics. 
T he public now dem ands in- 
surance against a breakdown of rail­ 
road transportation, and the new Con­ 
gress is undertaking this work av sec­ 
ondary only to insurance against in­ 
ternational w arfare. 
Congress solved 
the hanking problem seven years ago 
as a non partisan issue, in which all 
the people had a common interest, and 
Congress 
evidently 
is 
tackling 
the 
railroad problem with the same spirit. 
While the many plans that 
lune 
been proposed differ in the m ethods 
to he adopted in reaching Hie desired 
goal, it has been pointed out by Sena­ 
tor Cummins of Iowa, that all these

Leading bankers, especially some of

I cm securities, and vvill also stabilize 
Hie m arket for the old bonds and 
sic* ks. 
Government Guarantee Opposed. 
But the proposal tlmr the Govern­ 
ment shall guarantee the interest and 
dividends on private capital invested 
in 
railroads will 
undoubtedly 
meet 
with very vigorous opposition in many 
quarters 
Even railroad executives, 
who might he supposed to take kindly 
to the idea of a Government guarantee 
against failure, have frankly stated 
that they do not want It, because they 
believe it is un-American in principle, 
would tend to lessen efficiency, and 
would involve the roads In a Govern­ 
ment partnership that would inevita­ 
bly lead to Government ownership.

in addition to all o th e r taxes hereto­

stitu tio n a l a m e n d m e n t shall be sub­ 
m itted to a vote of th e qualified vot­ 
e r s of this State at a n election to be 
j held on Tuesday after the first Mon­ 
day in November, A. D. 1919,

which all voters shall have printed 
or written on their ballots; 
“For 
amendment of Section 51 of Arti­ 
cle 3 of the Constitution authorizing 
the Legislature to grant aid to Con­ 
fed e ra te soldiers, sailors and their 
widows who have been residents of 
this State since January I, 1912,” 
and ‘‘Against amendment to Section 
(51 o'1 Article 3 of the Constitution, 
[au th orin g the Legislature to grant 
'aid to Confederate writhers and their 


widowrs.” 
SECTION 3. 
T h e Governor 
is 
h ere b y directed to issue 
the

clam atio n for said election and have 
th e sam e published as required by 
th e constitution

S tate, an d the sum of five thousand 
d o lla rs ($5,000.00) or so much there 
of as m ay be necessary is hereby ap­ 
p ro p ria te d out of the general {funds 
of th is State n o t otherwise appro­ 
p riate d for expenses of publications
